[ all the Countries of the King, the New- 
Oo March, and Pomerania, no doubt, are the 
"moſt miſerable, The former may be counted 
tze moſt barren, in Compariſon to all others; and 
even that feels the afflicting Hand of the Lord moſt. 
The Winter is as ſevere as it was in 1740, yet 
we. were obliged to take our Flight in the greateſt 
Cold, as 1 ſhall mention by and by. — The Ca- 
lamity is very great; of which it is eaſier to ſay, 
Come and ſeeF than to deſcribe it.— As for our 
Defenders, we need not conſider them; for we 
have none: And if we had them, the exhauſted 
Country would not be able to maintain them. 
Conſider then, how thoſe many thouſands, poor 
Inhabitants, muſt fare, of which many are in want 
of Bread, of Wood for firing, of Cloaths, of a 
Roof for ſhelter; and (the Lord pity them!)

He is an honeſt Man, a tender Parent, a ſincere | 
_ Chriſtian, but much troubled in his Mind, as you 
fee. How greatly does he deſerve every one's 
Compaſſion ! I have already with me, ſuch a Heap 
of mournful Relations, as will fill up a large Volume;. 
they are moſt of them from Clergymen. The an- 
nexed Letters come from Perſons, who live in a: 
Circumference of about twenty Engliſb Miles only. 
What would you read, hear, and how would you be 
aſtoniſhed, if you ſhould receive the Accounts of ſe- 
veral Tracts of Land, where every Inhabitant's Miſ- 
fortune furniſhes Matter for a particular Hiſtory? — 
This Year has been uſhered in, as it were, by 
a new, cruel, and ſwift Ravage, of a Ruſſian Party; 
the Conſequences of which, with regard to many 
Inhabitants of the Confines, are very mournful. 
It was the 6th of January, when a Pasty of diffe- 
rent Coſſachs and Huſſars, upwards of four hundred: 
in Number, entered the Town of Friedeberg, un- 
der the Command of a Colonel of the Cyacks,, 
with five Standards, and a Drum. They pretend- 
ed to be the Vanguard of a ſubſequent: Corps of 
eight thouſand Men. All the Villages, which: 
they met in their March thither, in Caſe they were 
not immediately ſuffered-to paſs through, have been 
put to great Vexation. The poor Inhabitants,, "SY 
having by former continual Plunderings loft their- 
all, except Life, left their Hutts, and fled to the 
Buſhes, and Marſhes; chuſing, rather to die by 
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Froſt md: Hunger dh than to be ind anto Death. 
And many have actually ended their Lives by that 
miſerable Refuge. 

On the Sth of Januai y, about dies o'Clock in 

lf - the Afternoon, they departed to Land/berg. At 

3 this Place were poſted eighty of our Huſſars of the 

Guard, which on Account of the great Superiority 

of the Enemy, were obliged to retire, .and were 
- purſued by the whole Party about a German Mile. 

But as ſoon as our Huſſars made a Stand, the Ene- 

my did not make an Attack, but made the beſt of 
their Way back to Landſberg. Here was no Diſ- 

cipline obſerved. Part of the Suburbs were pil- 

laged in the firſt heat. Theſe Parties being uſed to 

plundering, have acquired an incredible Dexterity 

\ in taking away every Thing with the greateſt ra- 

> Pidity. They demanded twelve thouſand Dollars 

Contribution, to be delivered in three Hours Time, 

on Pain of a total Pillage. This actually began in 

ſome Streets, where they could force open the lock · 
ace. d Street-Doors. The Horſes were taken out of 
the Stables; and the People were required to ran- 
ſom them, wi.h as high a Price as the Enemy 
thought fit to fix, and in Caſe. of a Refuſal, they 
compelled them to it by the Kantſbuh (a); as the 
Poſt-Maſter there has experienced. On this Oc- 
caſion, the Rev. Mr. But ner, Miniſter at Mar- 
witz, had a great Misfortune. He intended to 

5 take Refuge at Landſberg with his Effects; but 

1 when he arrived at the Gate, he was attacked by 

® the Co//acks, and deprived of all he had, except 
his Cloaths upon his Body. This is the third 
Time, that he hath ſuffered in this Manner. He 
complained of it to the Commander; but he only 
laughed, and ſhewed him the Ka»ſþub, The plun- 

& dering ſcemed to become untverſal in the Town, 
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On the roth, at Six in the Morning, they got 
to Pyrixz, On their Way thither, they met with 
ſome Waggons laden with Corn; they took the 
Horſes, cut the Sacks in Pieces, trampled upon 
the Corn, and burnt the Waggons. In the 
Town, every one took Quarters at his own 
Pleaſure, and plundered his Landlord: as he lik- 
ed.—The Proceedings of this Party are quite un- 
heard of : The very Fowns, where they behaved 
| like Devils, at their departure have been forced 
to give them written and under-ſealed Teſti- 
monies, of having kept the moſt exact Diſcipline. 


At the ſame Time, another Corps of ſuch in- 


human Wretches, has committed great Outrages 


at Co/lin, and the adjacent Country. The Town, 
New Stettin, is pillaged by them in fuch a Man- 
ner, that they have carried the Booty into Poland, 
on three hundred Sledges. It is well known, that 
all- theſe ſtolen Goods are fold in Poland, ex- 


_ ceeding cheap; wherefore, ſome of aur Suf- 
ferers, which have a little Money left, take Pains 


to follow the Enemy, to redeem their own Goods.

After I was permitted to riſe up, I remembered 
that I had concealed my Watch, I delivered it up.
